Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lady,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1950.  The  Report  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  112/50. 

The  vital  statistics  may  be  considered  satisfactory  and,  apart  from 
an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Woodend,  the  infectious  diseases  call 
for  no  special  comment. 

A  notable  event  in  the  provision  of  new  houses  occurred  in  July 
when  the  500th  post-war  house  was  officially  handed  over  to  the  Council 
by  the  Contractors.  Satisfactory  progress  falls  to  be  recorded  in  the 
provision  of  the  Regional  Water  Scheme.  This  scheme  is  the  largest 
individual  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  sanitation  ever  carried 
out  by  the  Council.  Whilst  the  present  generation  will,  within  the  next 
few  years,  obtain  the  benefits  of  a  piped  water  supply,  their  descendants 
will  be  thankful  that  the  present  Council  undertook  a  scheme  of  such 
magnitude.  Progress  in  sewage  disposal  has  tended  to  lag  behind,  but 
this  has  not  been  due  to  any  lack  of  positive  policy  by  the  Council  or 
support  from  villagers  who  have  to  be  content  with  the  most  primitive 
means  of  disposal. 

The  work  carried  out  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  grows  from  year  to  year  and  I  think  the  time  is  fast 
approaching  when  the  Council  may  require  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  appointing  an  additional  qualified  Inspector. 

I  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  ever  ready  assistance  given  to  me 
by  Mr.  Powell  in  every  branch  of  sanitation  and  for  providing  much  of 
the  detail  contained  in  this  Report. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  again  particularly  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  and  my  fellow  officials  for  the  assistance  they  so 
readily  afford  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself.

SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Social  Conditions.  The  employed  population  is  engaged  mainly 
m  agricultural  work.  Light  iron  founding  is  carried  on  at  Towcester, 
wnilst  oxides  for  pigment  production  are  manufactured  at  Deans- 
anger.  A  number  of  small  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  boots  and 
shoes  are  also  established  in  the  district. 


Area.— The  area  of  the  District  is  59,005  acres. 


Population.  The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  resident 

14,470  persons,  as  compared 
natural  increase  in  population,  i.e.,  the  excess 
01  births  over  deaths,  amounts  to  20  persons,  as  compared  with  76  for 

the  previous  year.  The  estimated  increase  in  population  totals  170 
persons. 


Ti.  The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  by 

the  Registrar-General  after  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  trans¬ 
ferable  deaths  was  197,  as  compared  with  179  in  1949.  The  crude  death 
rate  based  on  the  mid-year  estimated  population  was  13 . 61  per  thousand 
as  compared  with  12.59  for  1949.  The  following  table  shows  the  death 
rates  for  the  quinquennium  1946-50,  together  with  corresponding  rates 
for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Administrative  County.

n  order  to  make  allowances  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
populations  m  different  areas,  the  Registrar-General  has  calculated  the 
area  comparability  factor,  which,  when  multiplied  by  the  local  death 
rate,  allows  a  truer  comparison  to  be  made  between  one  district  and 
another.  On  this  basis  the  local  death  rate  of  13.61  multiplied  by  0.86 
amounts  to  11.70,  as  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11.60. 
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Births. — The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  district  was  217 
(111  males,  106  females),  as  compared  with  255  in  1949,  thus  giving  a 
birth  rate  of  15.00  per  thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  17.83 
for  1949.  The  following  table  shows  the  trend  of  the  birth  rate  for 
1946-50,  together  with  other  rates  for  comparison.

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Facilities. — The  bacteriological  work  associated  with 
the  control  of  infectious  disease  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  whose  laboratory  at  Northampton  General  Hospital 
is  in  charge  of  Dr.  L.  Hoyle.  The  bacteriological  examination  of  water, 
milk  and  ice  cream  is  also  carried  out  by  Dr.  Hoyle. 


Diphtheria  Antitoxin. — Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  now  responsible  for  the  supply  of 
antitoxin.  Antitoxin  may  now  be  obtained  by  medical  practitioners 
from  the  Northampton  General  Hospital. 


Ambulance  Facilities. — Under  the  scheme  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  this  work  is  carried  out  on  an  agency  basis  by  the 
Towcester  Motor  Ambulance  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 
The  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Towcester  and  the  service  provided  is 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 


Hospitals. — There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Infectious 
disease  cases  which  require  hospital  treatment  are  accommodated  by 
the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  their  Harborough  Road  Hospital, 
Northampton,  which  is  under  the  management  of  the  Northampton 
Hospital  Management  Committee. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. — Under  Section  47  of  this  Act 
the  Council  became  responsible  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Persons  who  (a)  are  suffering 
from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  in¬ 
capacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  (h)  are  unable  to 
devote  to  themselves,  or  to  receive  from  persons  with  whom  they  reside, 
proper  care  and  attention  may,  after  certain  legal  formalities,  be  detained 
and  maintained  in  a  suitable  hospital  or  other  place  for  prescribed 
periods.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this 
Section  of  the  Act  during  the  year. 


Under  Section  50  of  this  Act  the  Council  are  responsible  in  certain 
circumstances  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  the  body  of  any  person  who 
has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  the  district.  No  cases  were  dealt  with. 
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Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. — Child  Welfare  Centres  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  County  Council  are  held  at  the  Village  Hall,  Potterspury, 
on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month,  and  at  the  Chapel  Schoolroom, 
Brackley  Road,  Towcester,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month. 
An  additional  Child  Welfare  Centre,  which  meets  on  the  fourth  Thursday 
of  the  month,  was  opened  at  Silverstone  Church  Rooms.  Immunisation 
is  carried  out  at  all  these  Centres.  An  antenatal  clinic  is  held  on 
the  fourth  Friday  of  each  month  at  the  same  premises  as  the  Towcester 
Child  Welfare  Centre  at  2  p.m.  Expectant  mothers  in  the  Blisworth 
area  can  attend  an  antenatal  clinic  at  the  Health  Department, 
Guildhall  Road,  Northampton,  on  Wednesday  mornings. 
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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. — Work  commenced  on  the  regional  scheme  in 
August  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  630  yards  of  A"  main,  2,425  yards  of 
5"  main  and  3,217  yards  of  6"  main  had  been  laid. 

In  addition  to  the  latter  the  existing  5"  main  through  the  centre  of 
Towcester  was  replaced  by  6"  and  4"  mains  laid  in  the  sidewalk,  and  a 
new  6"  bye-pass  main  was  laid  along  Brackley  Road  to  improve  the 
supply  to  the  new  housing  estate  at  the  south  end  of  Towcester  and  to 
allow  for  further  building  development.  These  mains  were  sterilised  by 
chlorination.  The  work  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  submitted  60  samples  of  water  from  the  new 
mains  before  they  were  considered  satisfactory. 

The  supply  to  the  village  of  Wicken  was  augmented  by  the  addition 
of  the  spring  in  Chaddle  Meadow.  This  small  scheme  includes  collecting 
chambers  from  which  the  water  is  pumped  by  a  submersible  pump  into 
the  existing  mains  and  thence  to  the  existing  reservoirs,  details  of  which 
are  included  in  the  report  for  1945.  The  whole  of  these  works,  mains, 
etc.,  were  also  sterilised  under  the  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
before  being  put  into  public  use.  The  lowest  known  yield  of  this 
source  was  5,000  gallons  per  day  in  1934,  and  as  a  precaution  continuous 
chlorination  is  applied. 

A  6"  bore  hole  has  been  sunk  to  provide  water  at  each  of  the 
following  Council  Housing  Estates  : —

Samples  of  drinking  water  taken  in  10  parishes  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton,  for  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination.  The  results  show  that  11  of  the  34  samples  examined  were 
beyond  suspicion  and  classified  as  “  good,”  whilst  13  showed  evidence  of 
faecal  pollution.  Details  of  the  sources  and  results  of  examinations  are 
shown  in  Table  No.  4,  page  25. 

Swimming  Baths. — The  open  air  pool  at  Blisworth  was  kept 
under  regular  observation  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  season 
and  samples  of  the  water  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
proved  to  be  satisfactory.  A  new  circulating  pump  is  to  be  provided 
before  next  season  to  increase  the  rate  of  “  turn  over,”  and  chlorination 
and  aeration  will  continue  to  be  applied. 
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The  County  Education  Committee  are  making  arrangements  for  the 
installation  of  filtration  apparatus  at  Towcester  Grammar  School. 

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Silverstone  was  completed  in  September  and 
a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  existing  drainage  in  the  area  was  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  There  are  147  premises,  excluding 
Council  Houses,  within  the  effective  area  of  the  scheme  and  by  the  end 
the  year  all  but  12  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  70  had  their  drains 
entirely  reconstructed  and  plans  for  a  further  22  had  been  approved.  In 
each  case  W.C.’s  were  installed,  the  entire  cost  being  borne  by  the  owners. 
All  the  reconstruction  work  involved  is  being  approved  and  supervised 

by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

A  starting  date  was  awarded  for  the  Deanshanger,  Old  Stratford, 
etc.,  scheme  and  at  the  time  of  writing  work  has  commenced. 

Disinfection. — Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  of  premises, 
clothing  and  bedding  is  carried  out  by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid 
disinfectants  as  required.  Details  of  the  work  done  is  given  in  Table 
No.  5,  page  27. 

Rodent  Control. — The  Council’s  duties  under  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  were  successfully  undertaken  during  the 
year.  The  scheme  of  operating  and  recording  as  introduced  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  in  use  since  1946  has  proved  to  be  very  efficient, 
and  advice  has  been  given  to  other  Local  Authorities  who  have  adopted 
the  system.  The  need  for  this  service  is  apparent  from  the  detailed 
table  showing  the  treatments  undertaken  during  the  year,  and  it  may 
further  be  emphasised  that  the  “  pick  up  ”  of  bodies  in  one  treatment 
was  60  and  in  another  51.  Computing  the  actual  “  kill  ”  from  these 
figures,  the  total  number  of  rats  destroyed  in  these  two  treatments  alone 
was  significant.  Details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Opera¬ 
tive  are  shown  in  Table  No.  4a,  page  26. 

Sixteen  treatments  were  successfully  carried  out  to  properties 
infested  with  flies,  fleas,  ants  and  beetles. 

Public  Cleansing. — The  disposal  of  night  soil  in  villages  which 
are  devoid  of  a  sewerage  scheme  has  led  to  a  number  of  complaints  from 
individuals  and  Parish  Councils.  If  the  repulsive  job  of  disposing  of 
night  soil  in  back  gardens  has  to  be  eliminated,  the  only  satisfactory 
answer  is  the  provision  of  water  carriage  disposal  for  the  whole  of  the 
district. 

The  emptying  of  cess-pits  and  night  soil  buckets  is  carried  out  by 
means  of  a  Dennis  gully  emptying  vehicle  which  has  a  special  device  for 
dealing  with  buckets.  Household  refuse  and  salvage  material  is 
collected  in  a  specially  constructed  refuse  collection  motor  vehicle, 
assisted  two  days  in  one  week  and  three  days  in  the  following  week  by 
the  Council’s  all-purpose  open  motor  lorry.  The  scheme  for  the  collec¬

Factory  Act,  1937. — Under  Section  128  (3)  of  this  Act  the  general 
provisions  as  to  health  conditions  under  which  employees  work  and  a 
return  of  out-workers  has  to  be  included  in  this  report.  Details  of  the 
inspections  carried  out,  together  with  the  defects  found  and  the  action 
taken  thereon  are  given  in  Table  No.  14,  page  34.  One  notification  of 
an  out-worker  (wearing  apparel)  was  received  under  Section  110  (1). 


Moveable  Dwellings. — No  licences  were  granted  by  the  Council 
under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269.  One  application  in 
respect  of  Harvest  Meadow,  Towcester,  was  refused. 
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SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 

On  1st  July  the  five-hundredth  permanent  post-war  house  provided 
by  the  Council  was  opened  at  Wicken.  This  very  pleasing  ceremony 
was  performed  by  Sir  William  Douglas,  K.C.B.,  K.B.E.,  who  was 
supported  by  Lord  and  Lady  Henley,  Mr.  R.  L.  Manningham-Buller, 
K.C.,  M.P.  and  Lady  Mary  Manningham-Buller,  Mr.  John  G.  McIntyre, 
Secretary  to  the  Rural  District  Councils’  Association,  Mr.  J.  Beetham 
Shaw,  Senior  Regional  Architect  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  others. 
The  occasion  was  commemorated  by  a  luncheon  presided  over  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Council  and  by  the  issue  of  an  illustrated  brochure 
giving  details  of  the  Council’s  housing  activities. 

The  completion  of  78  houses  during  the  year  brought  the  total 
number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  to  1,256.  Despite  the  relatively 
high  rents  the  demand  for  council  houses  is  still  as  great  as  ever,  there 
being  698  applicants  on  the  register.  Whilst  the  necessity  for  any  such 
recommendation  is  deplored,  there  appears  to  be  a  case  for  the  erection 
of  a  house  with  an  amenity  standard  lower  than  that  which  has  been 
erected.  The  existing  rents  represent  a  large  proportion  of  the  wage- 
earner’s  income  and,  in  consequence,  the  time  may  not  be  far  off  when 
the  improvement  in  health  resulting  from  better  housing  may  be  modi¬ 
fied  by  the  present-day  high  cost  of  housekeeping. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  much  to  be  said  in  favour  of  amending 
the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts  in  order  to  assist  landlords  to  maintain  their 
property  in  a  reasonable  condition.  The  neglect,  inevitable  during  the 
war  years,  the  subsequent  great  increase  in  the  cost  of  labour  and  mater¬ 
ials,  together  with  the  low  level  of  house  rents,  combined  to  make  the 
responsibility  of  the  landlord  with  regard  to  repairs  an  almost  impossible 
financial  responsibility.  It  should  be  appreciated  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  task  of  persuading  landlords  to  carry  out  repairs  has  not 
been  easy  and  it  is  to  the  Council’s  credit  that  so  much  is  accomplished 
with  the  minimum  use  of  statutory  powers.  It  was  hoped  that  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1949,  landlords  would  be  encouraged  to  carry  out 
improvements  and  repairs  to  their  property  by  obtaining  financial  assis¬ 
tance  and  an  increase  in  the  rents.  This  procedure  would,  to  some 
extent,  offset  the  limitations  of  the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts.  In  practice, 
however,  the  Act  has  not  as  yet  made  any  noticeable  contribution  to 
housing  improvements  in  the  district,  although  it  was  well  publicised. 
There  have  been  applications  for  improvement  grants  in  respect  of  six 
cottages.  Two  of  these  could  not  be  entertained  because  repairs  not 
incidental  to  the  improvements  increased  the  cost  to  over  the  limit  of 
£600  per  cottage.  Two  more  could  not  possibly  comply  with  all  the 
Ministry’s  requirements,  and  the  remaining  two  were  successful  in 
obtaining  the  Minister’s  approval.  The  applicant,  however,  decided  not 
to  accept  the  grant  owing  to  the  fact  that  by  the  time  certain  items  had 
been  disallowed  he  considered  that  the  grant  was  not  worthy  of  acceptance 
having  regard  to  the  stringency  of  the  conditions  that  would  be  imposed. 
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Whilst,  therefore,  many  sub-standard  houses  have  been  greatly 
improved  by  owner-occupiers,  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  the  building 
licences  for  new  dwellings  are  very  restricted,  there  are  still  far  too  many 
unfit  houses  in  the  district.  It  is  regrettable  that  owing  to  present  cir¬ 
cumstances  little  progress  can  be  made  with  the  clearance  of  insanitary 
property.  It  should,  however,  be  noted  that  since  1945,  92  houses 
subject  to  pre-war  clearance  orders  have  been  demolished,  but  there  are 
still  many  houses  in  confirmed  clearance  areas  being  used,  e.g.,  41  under 
requisition  to  the  Council  and  11  owned  by  the  Council  on  sites  to  be 
cleared  for  new  houses.-  There  are  others  occupied  by  the  original 
tenants  and  some  occupied  by  persons  to  whom  they  were  let  on  licence 
during  the  war. 

A  few  of  the  council  houses,  I  regret  to  say,  are  not  being  maintained 
in  a  satisfactory  condition  by  the  tenants.  Whilst,  in  addition,  the 
amenities  of  certain  schemes  are  being  disfigured  by  the  erection  of 
unsightly  out-buildings. 

One  pleasing  aspect  of  the  problem  is  that  with  the  advent  of  the 
Regional  Water  Scheme  it  will  soon  be  possible  to  make  a  start  on  the 
site  preparation  at  Blisworth  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  occupation  of  the 
new  houses  in  that  area  will  coincide  with  the  provision  of  the  piped 
water  supply  and  improved  sewage  disposal  facilities.  A  record  of  the 
Council’s  housing  progress  since  1912,  together  with  the  usual  housing 
statistics  for  1950,  is  given  in  Tables  6  and  7,  pages  28  and  29. 
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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. — Despite  the  fact  that  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk 
and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  which  came  into  force  in  October,  1949,  took  the 
control  of  the  milk-producing  farms  from  the  Council,  it  has  been  found 
in  practice  that  all  the  supervision  of  improvements  to  farm  buildings, 
including  water  supply  and  drainage,  still  falls  on  the  officers  of  the 
Council.  Farmers  and  contractors  still  depend  substantially  on  these 
officers  for  advice.  The  Council,  however,  still  retains  the  duty  to 
control  milk  infected  with  disease  and  it  was  found  necessary  on  one 
occasion  during  the  year  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  in  respect  of  the  milk  produced  at  three  farms 
during  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that 
the  whole  of  the  milk  supply  from  these  farms  was  pasteurised  before 
consumption  until  the  outbreak  had  subsided. 

The  number  of  Distributors  with  Retail  Dairy  Premises  on  the 
register  as  at  31st  December,  was  7.  These  premises  are  regularly 
visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  during  the  year  three  of  the 
dealers  had  new  dairies  erected.  The  licences  in  force  are  as  follows

Samples  of  milk,  taken  in  course  of  delivery  to  consumers,  have 
been  submitted  at  intervals  for  examination  as  to  cleanliness  and 
keeping  quality.  The  samples  are  submitted  to  a  standardised  methy¬ 
lene  blue  test  to  determine  if  the  milk  will  be  sufficiently  fresh  to  be 
drinkable  some  24  hours  after  delivery  to  the  consumer.  The  number  of 
samples  so  submitted  and  the  classification  of  the  results  are  : —

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The  results  show  that  78.1%  of  the  samples  conform  to  the  pres¬ 
cribed  test  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  generally  the  results  are  much 
improved  on  those  for  1949,  when  55%  were  classed  as  good.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  two  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  and  passed  the 
phosphatase  test.  Further  details  of  the  tests  are  given  in  Table  No.  8, 
page  30.  Up  to  September  the  milk  samples  were  examined  at  the 
County  Council  Laboratory  and  thereafter  at  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory. 

Food  Premises. — The  formation  of  a  Clean  Food  Guild  for  North¬ 
amptonshire,  which  was  noted  in  last  year’s  report,  proved  abortive, 
since  two  of  the  larger  authorities  had  created  their  own  Clean  Food 
Association  and  refused  to  join  the  proposed  Guild. 

The  byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Food  on  15th  November.  The 
purpose  of  these  byelaws  is  to  secure  the  observance  of  sanitary  and 
cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human  con¬ 
sumption,  and  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  in  the 
open  air  of  food  intended  for  human  consumption.  It  is  intended  that 
the  attention  of  every  person  in  the  district  responsible  for  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  shall  be  drawn  to  the  requirements  of 
the  byelaws,  by  issuing  a  copy  to  each  person  concerned,  together  with 
a  copy  of  the  requirements  of  Section  13  (Provisions  as  to  rooms  where 
food  intended  for  sale  is  prepared  and  stored,  etc.),  and  accompanied  by 
an  appropriate  letter.  This  action  will  be  taken  in  addition  to  the 
personal  inspections  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  when  any  further 
explanation  or  advice  can  be  given.  Regular  inspections  of  food 
premises  are  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  during  the  year 
many  improvements  have  been  effected  to  premises.  One  registration 
under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  was  cancelled  owing  to  the 
disrepair  and  unsatisfactory  structural  condition  of  the  building.

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Licensed  Premises. — There  are  60  on-licensed  premises  in  the 
district,  and  many  of  these  are  very  small  village  inns  with  no  piped 
water  supply  or  other  services  available  at  present  and  where  it  would 
be  difficult  to  improve  on  the  present  arrangements  for  the  washing  of 
glasses,  etc.  However,  it  is  intended,  subject  to  these  limitations,  to 
bring  all  such  premises  into  line  with  the  requirements  of  Section  13  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  During  the  year  alterations  were  carried 
out  to  seven  of  the  larger  houses,  proper  glass-washing  facilities  were 
provided,  catering  arrangements  improved  and  the  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  brought  up  to  a  modern  standard.  All  the.  larger  hotels, 
with  the  exception  of  one,  are  now  well-equipped  from  a  food  hygiene 
point  of  view.  In  the  case  of  the  exception,  difficulty  has  been  ex¬ 
perienced  over  the  building  licence,  but  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has 
now  drawn  up  a  scheme  of  improvement  which  has  been  accepted  by 
the  Ministry  of  Works  and  the  owners  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work 
will  ba  carried  out  during  1951. 

Ice  Cream. — Under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
26  premises  are  registered  in  the  district  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  The 
ice  cream  is  predominantly  pre-packed  and  stored  in  refrigerating 
cabinets  thermostatically  controlled  so  that  the  temperature  is  always 
sufficiently  low  to  comply  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regu¬ 
lations,  1947,  which  prohibits  the  sale  of  ice  cream  with  a  temperature 
of  more  than  28®F.  In  the  few  cases  where  the  ice  cream  is  sold  loose  in 
the  form  of  “  cornets  ”  the  dealers  have  been  instructed  on  the  storage 
and  sterilisation  of  the  servers,  etc.,  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 
There  are  no  manufacturers  in  the  district.  Three  consignments  of  ice 
cream  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  were  pronounced  unfit  for 
human  consumption  on  the  grounds  that  the  cooling  agent  had  failed 
and  the  temperature  had  risen  substantially  above  28®F.  This  ice 
cream,  consisting  of  a  total  number  of  1,870  blocks,  cups,  etc.,  was 
surrendered  and  destroyed. 

Samples  of  ice  cream  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Northampton,  for  bacteriological  tests  for  cleanliness.  Of  the  15  samples 
examined  73%  were  graded  either  1  or  2.

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Meat  Inspection. — Prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  there  were  26  slaughterhouses  licensed  and  registered 
in  the  district.  Section  57  of  that  Act  gave  the  opportunity  for  the 
occupier  of  any  of  these  premises  to  make  application  by  31st  January, 
1940,  for  a  licence  under  that  Section.  Owing  to  the  centralisation  of 
slaughtering  during  the  war,  only  one  slaughterhouse  has  been  used 
regularly  and  two  occasionally  for  the  slaughter  of  cottagers’  pigs. 
Apart  from  these  there  are  no  licences  in  force  in  the  district  and  in  the 
event  of  the  return  of  private  slaughtering  the  23  premises  mentioned 
would  be  considered  as  new  applications.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
responsible  for  inspecting  all  carcases  of  animals  killed  for  sale  for  human 
consumption.  Regular  visits  are  paid  to  the  Bacon  Factory  at  Blis- 
worth  and  to  Butchers’  Shops  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Health 
(Meat)  Regulations,  1924-1948.

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SECTION  F. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Smallpox. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Vaccination. — The  number  of  infants  under  one  year  who  were 
primarily  vaccinated  only  totalled  twenty-five,  for  other  ages  thirty- 
three.  The  number  re-vaccinated  (all  ages)  was  twenty-six. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Thirty-one  cases  were  notified  in  thirteen 
parishes,  as  compared  with  nine  in  1949.  Eleven  cases  were  treated  in 
hospital.  Whilst  the  infection  continues  generally  to  be  of  a  mild 
clinical  type,  a  few  of  the  cases  were  acutely  ill  as  compared  with  those 
notified  during  the  past  decade.  No  deaths  were  recorded. 

Parish  of  Woodend. — During  May  and  July,  eight  clinical  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified  in  this  parish.  Three  cases  were  adults  living  in  the  village, 
whilst  the  remaining  five  were  children  attending  Blakesley  School.  The  two 
original  cases  occurred  in  May  and  although  they  had  been  admitted  to  hospital  for 
treatment  they  were  not  notified  to  me  by  the  medical  practitioners  concerned  with 
the  promptitude  which  is  demanded  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  These  cases  only 
came  to  notice  when  enquiries  were  made  into  the  other  cases,  which  occurred  in 
July.  The  matter  of  prompt  notification  was  taken  up  with  the  practitioners 
concerned  and  since  then  no  cases  have  been  missed.  However,  had  the  hospital 
authorities  carried  out  the  instructions  contained  in  circular  H.M.C.  (50)  21,  the 
preventive  work  would  have  been  facilitated.  Although  arrangements  exist  in  the 
County  Health  Department  for  obtaining  details  of  daily  admissions  and  discharges 
from  the  hospital  for  transmission  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  it  would  be  much 
more  satisfactory  if  the  hospital  authorities  would  carry  out  the  instructions  contained 
in  the  circular,  which  are  as  follows  : — 

“  1.  Infectious  Diseases  (including  Tuberculosis). 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Borough  or  County  district  from  which  the 
patient  has  been  admitted  should  be  informed  by  letter  or  card  under  sealed  cover  at 
the  time  of  admission  to  hospital  or  sanatorium,  of  the  name,  address,  age  and  diag¬ 
nosis  of  each  patient  then  suffering  from  a  notifiable  disease,  including  tuberculosis. 
A  similar  communication  should  be  sent  if  and  when  the  diagnosis  is  changed  and  on 
the  patient’s  discharge  from  hospital  or  sanatorium.  This  information  is  intended  to 
facilitate  the  M.O.H.’s  preventive  work,  but  it  will  also  be  useful  in  bringing  to  light 
previously  unnotified  cases." 

Although  a  number  of  indirect  approaches  have  been  made  in  this  matter  to 
the  hospital  authorities  they  have  not  as  yet  fully  implemented  the  circular. 

Many  visits  were  paid  to  the  Blakesley  School  and  advice  given  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  preventing  infection,  A  number  of  children  were  excluded.  Arrange¬ 
ments  were  also  made  for  the  village  milk  supply  to  be  pasteurised.  Inspection  of 
the  village,  which  practically  amounted  to  a  house-to-house  visitation,  revealed  the 
fact  that  during  the  previous  six  months  sore  throats  and  tonsillitis  had  been  very 
prevalent  in  the  area.  As  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  had  been  notified  in  this  area  for 
over  twenty  years  I  think  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
tonsillitis  was  produced  by  case-to-case  infection. 

I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  invaluable  assistance  I  have  received  from 
the  Head  Master  of  the  School  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Pneumonia. — Three  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  or  acute 
influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified,  as  compared  with  eleven  in  1949. 
"  Pneumonia,”  all  forms,  was  the  certified  cause  of  death  in  seven  cases. 
These  deaths  are  not  necessarily  those  of  patients  who  were  notified. 

Erysipelas. — One  case  was  notified  at  Wicken. 

Measles. — The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  again  very  low,  as 
compared  with  235  cases  in  1948  and  65  in  1949.  Only  34  cases  were 
notified  in  1950.  The  incidence  amounted  to  2.34  per  thousand  as 
compared  with  8 . 39  per  thousand  of  population  for  England  and  Wales. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. — A  total  of  124  cases  were  notified  amongst 
fourteen  parishes,  as  compared  with  65  cases  amongst  twelve  parishes 
for  1949.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis. — One  case  was  notified  in  Silverstone. 
One  patient,  whose  home  was  within  the  district,  contracted  the  disease 
and  died  in  Northampton. 

Food  Poisoning. — No  cases  of  food  poisoning  came  to  notice. 

Infectious  Hepatitis. — This  disease,  which  appears  to  have 
become  more  prevalent  throughout  the  country  in  recent  years,  is  not 
notifiable  within  the  district.  A  small  outbreak,  involving  eight  school 
children,  occurred  at  Cosgrove  during  March  and  April.  An  additional 
case  came  to  notice  in  Silverstone.  The  small  outbreak  at  Cosgrove  was 
investigated  in  detail  but  no  reliable  conclusion  as  to  the  source  of 
infection  resulted. 

Tuberculosis. — Eight  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (three 
males,  five  females)  were  notified,  as  compared  with  nine  in  1949.  Two 
non-pulmonary  cases  (one  male,  one  female)  were  also  notified.  Two 
females  and  one  male  died  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  75  persons  in  the  district  known  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  (52  pulmonary,  23  non-pulmonary).  The 
age  and  sex  incidence  of  new  cases  and  deaths  from  the  disease  are  given 
in  Table  No.  13,  page  33.
